An English Journey

Before closing this series of articles 
I think I should make come comment 
on the English government and the 
way it is working, as from the large 
number of questions I have been 
asked, there is much interest in Can- 
ada in that subject, Ve) 

The government of England today 
is socialism to a degree that ew 
(Manadians can realize, and it is 
gradually controlling — everybody’s 
life. 

My observations were formed from 
traveling around England and stay- 
ing with people and talking with them 
and not from living in hotels and in- 
terviewing officials who naturally 
would try to paint a rosy picture. 

Actually, I did not find anyone who 
had a good word to say for the yov- 
ernment, but it must be remembered 
that such people did not vote for it in 
the first place 

One retired gentleman told me that 
it was difficult to find anyone who 
would admit that they voted for the 
Labor government, yet it was his 
opinion that they would be re-elected 
again, 

The government was elected by the 


| large mass of laborers who expected 
many lovely gifts. Assisting Mrs.j that all their troubles would be end- 


ed. They have not got what they 
expected, but they still think they 
aie better off. Actually it is a de- 
batable subject, for although their 
wages have been much augumented, 
the taxes and high cost of everything 


has probably eaten up the increase, 

Even if the lower class is better 
off, the middle and upper classes 
are definitely much worse off than 
they ever were before, 

I was struck by the fact that the 
government is apparently more inter. 
ested in trying to prevent anyone 
from making a profit, and in taking 
money away from anyone who has it, 
than in trying to improve conditions. 

It seemed to me that socialism there 
is bound to fail, One reason is that 
the people do not avt as they should 
in theory. No one scems to be anxious 
to make sacrifices for the good of the 
statésbut instead they are only in- 
terested in getting more money for 
doing less, 

The way in which laborers are 
working is astonishing to a Canadian, 
None of them seem to be putting any 
heart into their efforts. Many firms 
and industries are compelled not only 
to give time for afternoon tea, but 
also to furnish the tea, for which 
they are allowed special rations, 

Employers have little or no con- 
trol over their, employees, and would! 
not dare to reprimand them for even 
flagrant carelessness, As one man 
expressed it “workers formerly tad 
two incentives, first to improve them- 
selves and their position, and second, 
to avoid being dismissed. Now both 
these incentives are gone.” 

Another reason why the system 
does not work well, is the way in 
which officials, of which there are 
no end, are not willing or able 
to accept responsibility, but must 
tie everything up in red tape. 

So many things are under permits 
that all initiative or aggressiveness is 
stifled, I encountered many instances

of foolish obstructions being placed 
in the way of improvements, 

One of the most remarkable pieces 
of legislation passed by the Labor 
government is the land act, which is 
designed to prevent anyone from 
making any profit on the sale of.real 
estate. It wil] have the effect of

Typoaraphical_ Errors 


Plaque Of Editors, 
Readers Delight 


RUTHERFORD, N.J.—Typographi- 
cal errors, the plague of editors, but 
the delight of newspaper readers, are 
no respecters of persons or profes- 
sions, 

In a recent issue of Medical Eco- 
nomics, national business magazine 
for physicians, a rich harvest of 
printing blunders &t the expense of 
doctors is collected under the head- 
ing “Misprints with a Medical Slant.” 

One of the classic examples is the 
one first printed by the St. Louis 
(Mo.) Globe-Democrat. It reads: 
“The physician felt the patient's 
purse and decided that there was no 
hope.” 

Typographical blunders with pro- 
vocative twists abound in the Medi- 
cal Economics compilation, There is, 
for example, the Wichita (Kan.)

At 125,000 


OTTAWA. — By the end of this 
year, Canada will have taken in 
around 400,000 immigrants since the 
end of the war, if immigration offi- 
cials are right in their estimate of a 
record 125,000 new settlers in 1949. 
This latter figure is the largest, it 
was learned. = 


To the end of 1948, immigrants of 
all kinds, including displaced persons 
totalled nearly 300,000. In 1948 there 
were over 100,000, most of them from 
Britain. 

This year’s objective relies on im- 
proved transport by sea and air. 
Bookings are going ahead rapidly on 
all Atlantic liners. The demand for 
passage is still running ahead of 
available passenger space, but offi- 
cials belieye that the situation is 
slowly getting better.

“But our style is not exclusively 
knockout, It never was, We play 
a combination knockout and draw 
game,” 


Gordon Hudson, champion skip in 
1928 and 1929, thinks the west’s 
marked superiority over the east in 
Brier competition is easily explained. 
Westerners are masters of the 
knockout and at the same time can 
play the draw as well as eastern 
curlers, 

Bob Gourley, 1931 champion, says 
good curling “has got to be a com- 
bination Knockout and draw. Both 
styles require skill and a champion 
skip has to be good at both.” Bob's 
strong game is the draw. 

Sen. Haig prefers to call the ro- 
bust western style a “running” or 
“fast” game, ‘We play rocks fast- 
er,” he says, 

“It’s a chip-and-lie game,” says 
Hudson, who also objects to the term 
knockout. “We use it for a dual 
purpose: to get rid of our opponent’s 
stone and at the same time save our 
own. By knocking the other stone 
about half on, we can send it out of 
the house and still keep ours in.” 

Sen, Haig, like Hudson, declares, 
“You've got to have more skill to 
play a running game. It requires 
more accurate curling than the draw. 

“In the draw, you can miss the 
broom and still get your rock in the 
house some place. But in the run- 
ning game, if you miss the broom 
you get nothing.” 

Gourley says the west “plays more 
of an open house game than the east. 
We don't try to score on every end 
but play more for the last rock and 
that big count on the last end in.a 
close game.” 

Most of the west’s “finest”, the 
men who captured the Dominion 
Curling championship, use the knock- 
out and its tell-tale blows.—Winni- 
peg Free Press.

Project To 
Start Soon 


OTTAWA.—Work on an anti- 
flood project for British Colum- 
bia's Okanagan Valley is ex- 

ected to start as soon as funds 
or the work are provided in this 
year's estimates.

000,000 and $2,500,000, with the cost 
split three ways, the Federal and 
Provincial governments each paying 
40 per cent. and municipalities con- 
cerned paying the other 20 per cent.

— Saskatche- 
wan farmers are expected to in- 
crease their wheat and oats 
acreages in 1949, M. E. Hartnett, 

eputy minister of agriculture, 
said. 

Acres in summerfallow and rape- 
seed production this year are also 
expected to be increased, At the 
Same time, he said, Saskatchewan 
production of barley, rye and flax is 
expected to decline in 1949, 

Mr, Hartnett, in an address to the 
41st annual convention of the Sask- 
atchewan agricultural societies’ asso- 
ciation, held as part of the university 
farm week, quoted figures compiled 
on the basis of a survey made by 
the provincial agriculture depart- 
ment, He said the estimated acre- 

rages for 1949 were computed from 
the replies made in 1,400 enquiries 
sent out to Saskatchewan farmers. 

The province’s wheat acreage fore- 
cast for 1949 was 15,800,000, he said. 
This should be an increase of about 
one and half million acres over the 
1948 wheat acreage, and a jump of 
20 per cent. over Saskatchewan's 
wheat acreage in 1944,

in prohibition resulted in a serious 
let down in respect for all laws, and 
the same thing is beginn'ng to appear
